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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-6 are pending and examined. 



Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because there are two figures for figure 1 . The 
translated text on the first page of figure 1 should replace the German text on the 
second page of figure 1. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If 
a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date 
of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or

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Claim Objections 

Claims 7 and 8 are objected to because of the following informalities: The text 
after the canceled claims should be removed. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or use the invention. 

It is apparent that E. coli strain DSM 6601 is required to practice the invention. 

As such, the strain must be readily available or obtainable by a repeatable method set 

forth in the specification, or otherwise readily available to the public. If it is not so 

obtainable or available, the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, may be 

satisfied by a deposit of the strain. In the instant case, the process to generate the 

strain that is disclosed in the specification does not appear to be repeatable, nor does it 

appear the strain are readily available to the public. 

If a deposit is made under the terms of the Budapest Treaty, then an affidavit or 
declaration by Applicants, or a statement by an attorney of record over his or her 
signature and registration number, stating that the instant invention will be 
irrevocably and without restriction released to the public upon the issuance of a 
patent, would satisfy the deposit requirement made herein. If a deposit has not been 
made under the Budapest Treaty, then in order to certify that the deposit meets the 
criteria set forth in 37 CFR 1 .801-1 .809 and MPEP 2402-241 1 .05, Applicant may 
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provide assurance of compliance by affidavit or declaration, or by a statement by an 
attorney of record over his or her signature and registration number showing that: 

a) during the pendency of the application, access to the invention will be afforded to the 

Commissioner upon request; 

b) all restrictions upon availability to the public will be irrevocably removed upon the 
granting of the patent; 

c) the deposit will be maintained in a public depository for a period of 30 years, or 5 
years after the last request for the enforceable life of the patent, whichever is longer; 

d) a test of the viability of the biological material at the time of deposit (see 37 CFR 
1.807); and 

e) the deposit will be replaced if it should ever become inviable. 

Failure to make one of the preceding indications in response to this Office Action 
will result in the rejection being maintained in either a second Non-Final or a Final 
rejection. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The term "substantially" in claim 2 is a relative term which renders the claim 
indefinite. The term "substantially" is not defined by the claim, the specification does 
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not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in 
the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. 

In claim 6, it is unclear if cultivating the strain on tetracycline plates, and then on 
plates containing saccharose causes the elimination of pMutl . If this is the case, it is 
suggested that language for this step mirror the language for the elimination of pMut2.
